i The Savannah Morning JNews 
1 sees a bright future for the south, 
I and will not be surprised if the 
movement of imigrauts to this sec- 
tion shall assume large proportion 
I in the near future. Among othei 
, things in this connection the News 
says: 

"The fact that southern farmers 
are now in a very prosperous cons 
dition is appealing strongly to far- 
mers in less favored sections of the 
country, and the whole world is 
well aware of the fact that the ins 
dustfal moyement in about every 
one of the southern states is assum- 
ing large proportions. 

"The building of cotton mills is 
only fairly begun, and yet the 
number of such mills is so large 
that their takings of cotton have 
an appreciable effect on its prices. 
There is hardly a day that there is 
not an announcement of a new ens 
terprise of sonic kind in the iron 
producing sections. The census 
just taken will show that the south 
has made wounderful progress in 
manufacturing since 1890, but as 
the Philadelphia Times points out, 
the progress that will be made in 
this respect in the next few years 
will be far greater than any that 
has been made at any time in the 
past." 

The News notes the fact that the 
southern people are waking up to 
their opportunities and are making 
the most of their advantages. 
"Apparently," says that paper, 
"they are themselves just begin- 
ning to understand how vast their 
material resources are. The mon- 
ey that is coming into the south 
now from the high price of cotton 
will be used to develop these re- 
sources. The farmers and business 
men are coming to the conclusion 
that there is more to be made in 
home investments than in cotton 
futures."

It is call- 
ed the Standard Oil Bank, as 
seyeral of the oil company's stock- 
holders are amog its Board of Di- 
rectors.

Iows's Plagues of Toads. 

During the last summer Iowa 
was the home of a most extraordi- 
nary swarm of toads. The batra- 
chians appeared suddenly owing 
to all probability to the favorite 
hatching of spawn and instinctively 
moved on in search of a favorable 
locality. Usually fishes, or birds 
and other enemies reduce the nnnh 
ber of young, but in this instance 
the eggs of hundreds of toads 
found almost complete immunity 
and hatched, and the march begjan. 
They first struck the bed of the 
Sioux City & Pacific railroad and 
moved along the gravel roadway 
slowly, or at a rate of six feet in 
a half a minute, and continued clay 
and night. The most remarkable 
view of this batrachian procession 
was at the town of Blenco, where 
hundreds of persons witnessed it. 
The superstitious saw a warning 
in it and recalled the pest of toads 
referred to in the Bible; others 
looked at it as a blcssing-and car-- 
ried people far and wide to see it. 
Naturalists examined it and found 
that the animals made about three 
jumps, then remained quiet for five 
or six seconds, then moved on 
again; and that about 50 passed a 
giving point in a minute.

At the head of the Tennessee riv- 
er in Rabun county is located the 
Itabnrn Gap High School, some 
six miles from Clayton, less than a 
fourth of a mile west of the acade- 
my lived an old gentleman by the 
name of Jerry McCurry.

Uiyel} 7 on the company waiting for 
him to pass. At this time the 
fore-wheels of his wagon struck 
the edge of the rock, and did not 
fully mount upon the same, but 
fell back to its foot, dragging the 
horses back, then the driver right- 
ed himself in his saddle, took lines 
and whip in hand, poped his whip, 
reined his horses and commanded 
them to move forward. It was all 
said and done rashly, and caused 
the horses to obey one at a time 
and the wagon fell back again. 
He then called for help from the 
men along the line behind. They 
came up, white and black, with 
words of abuse and profane swear- 
ing at the driver for his failure to 
mount the rock. 

I, at once decided to help them 
and gave them a mild reproof for 
swearing. I dismounted, hitched 
my horse, and walked into the 
crowd near the wagon, and called 
out to them in a loud but pleasant 
voice. Full silence them prevails 
ed while I said, "Gentlemen, this 
is the Sabbath day, and we ought 
not to swear ttiiday." "As to 
that," said one of the leaders of the 
crowd, and rather a clownish 
looking fellow, "we ought not to 
swear at any time. But if that 
driver had attended to his own 
business and not been gazing at 
you all there would have been 
none of this trouble." 

Then I said, "things like this 
sometimes happen, but we must 
not get fretted at them. Let's all 
now take hold of this wagon 
and push it up the hill. Don't 
swear. I'll take hold of the wheel 
and help you." I am glad ■ to say 
that not another oath was uttered. 
And suiting my actions to my 
words, 1 laid hold of one of the big 
wheels and said, "Are you all 



ready." The answer was "yes." 
I called to the iteamster, -"Driyc 
out, we'll all lift;" and the wagon 
went up the rock like a top and 
the clown said, "Didn't that send 
her up the hill?" And the whole 
company gathered around me call- 
ing me Colonel, Major and other 
high names, while 1 took on my 
hat and thanked them, and rejoic- 
ed with them, brushing the sand 
off my hat and clothes.

Grand Jury Presentments. 



December the 10th, 1900. 
We the .grand jury, chosen and 
sworn for December special term 
of Lumpkin Superior Court, 'for 
Lumpkin county, Georgia, ^eg 
leave to make the following pre*. 
scntmeuts: 

PUBLIC KOADS. 

We find the roads throughout 
the county, with a very few ex- 
ceptions iu bad condition, and wc 
earnestly recommend that the Or- 
dinary give this part of his duties 
his immediate attention by bavin? 
all the public roads of the couuty 
thoroughly worked and put iu 
first class condition. It is with a 
great deal of reluctance that our 
body refer to the subject of roads, 
as recommendations hayc been 
made from year to year by differ- 
ent grand juries only to be for- 
gotten or laid aside and ao atten- 
tion given them. 

Wc recommend that the- iron 
bridge at Leathers' Ford be thor- 
oughly painted and all bolts titen- 
cd up and put in good condi- 
tion. We recommend that the 
ordinary have a good and sub-. 
tantial wooden bridge placed across 
the Chcstatec river at Neisler's 
Ford. 

PUBLIC BUIDLINGS. 

Grand jury visited the jail in a 
body and found the sanitary ar- 
rangement of the jail to be in bad 
condition. On examination of the 
cells, we found that more matrass- 
es and cover were needed and that 
the pump and reservoir should be 
repaired and placed in good con*, 
dition, and also that all broken 
glass in windows be replaced. Wc 
would therefore recommend that 
the ordinary have all the above 
improvements made as early as 
possable, and the jail put in first 
class condition. 

We rccomend that the ordinary 
have, the court house thoroughly 
repaired, all leaks stopped and 
roof painted, all blinds repaired 
and painted. Boxing under roof 
where decayed repaired, aud all 
other necessary repairs made. 
That the court room be neatly and 
substantially ' seated, aud other 
needed changes as recomended by 
his honor, the presiding judge, be 
un.de. in accordance with his 
wishes. 

I'ALTKu's HOME. 

We have through a committee of 
four of our body thoroughly exams 
ined the above property of the 
county. We find six inmates at 
the home, all well clothed aud 
c.ircd for and as contented as could 
be expected under the ciroumstaa-
